The total population of the United States (including
Armed Forces overseas) was estimated to be approxi-
mately 253,887,000 on December 1, 1991. This figure
represents an Increase of 2,715,000 or 1.1 percent over
the estimate for the corresponding month a year ago, and
an increase of 215,000 over the previous month. The
monthly gain was the result of a natural increase of
156,000 (excess of births over deaths) and estimated net
civilian immigration of 60,000. (See chartbelow. Data are
adjusted for number of days in the month.) The December
1, 1991, total population represents an increase of
4,662,000 over the population counted on April 1, 1990,
which serves as the beginning point for the estimate.

This report presents estimates for months backto April
1, 1980, of the (1) total population including Armed Forces

overseas, (2) resident population, and (3) civilian popula-
tion. The estimates are based on data from the decennial
census; statistics on births and deaths provided by the
National Center for Health Statistics, U.S. Public Health
Service; statistics on immigration provided by the Immi-
gration and Naturalization Service, Depariment of Justice;
data on Federal civilian employees abroad and their de-
pendents provided by the Department of Defense and the
Office of Personnel Management; data on movement be-
tween Puerto Rico and the 50 States (including the District
of Columbia) provided by the Puerto Rico Planning Board,;
and data on the Armed Forces provided by the Depart-
ment of Defenise.
